The November meeting of the INSI was called to order by Chairman Harry Flower. 

Mrs. Bell read the minutes of the previous meeting and Mrs. Levy gave the Treasurer's 
£ report. Visitors were introduced and welcomed. 

Under "old business", Mr. Flower passed out the Israel New Year Tokens to those who 
did not receive them at the last meeting. There are several left; so if you attend the 
January meeting, you may receive one of these pieces. We repeat, these are collect¬ 
able numismatic items issued by the Israel Government and are listed and illustrated 
in Catalogue - Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation , Jerusalem, 1969. 

Under "new Business", the subjects of dues, constitution and by-laws, elections, etc., 
were brought up. Mr. Flower gave a brief history of the club and explained why more 
money was needed for club expenses. After discussion, it was decided that the dues 
should be raised, the amount to be voted on at a future meeting. It was also decided 
that at the January meeting, there should be an open, general election of officers. 

Door prizes were next on the program. Robert Greenstein put his hand in the hat and 
picked lucky numbers for Mrs. Lea Levy and for Ray Rublin. Congratulations! The 
two prizes were coin albums, Israel Commemoratives Volume 1 issued by R. P. 

Nielson Co., 1969, by Western Publishing Co. of Racine, Wis. These are the Whitman 
Bookshelf Type Coin Albums, and will house all of the Israel Commemorative Coins 
through 1972, including the gold commemoratives. Mr. J.J. van Grover, P. O. Box 
200, Midtown Station, New York, N. Y. 10018 donated these albums. Mr. van Grover 
is a dealer in Israel coins and medals. Thank you, J.J., we appreciate your donation. 
Mr. Louis Nagy donated a "1967 Jerusalem Specimen Set" in the original holder. Some 
lucky winner will receive this at the January meeting. Thank you, Lou. 

The displays were next: Mr. Ben Odesser spoke on a copy of the Jerusalem Post that 
that he exhibited. It contained a half-page ad by the Israel Government Coins & Medals 
Corp. on a new issue, the 100 pound "Shalom" coin in gold, price $100. 00. This was 
news for most of us, as we only knew of the Shalom coin in silver struck at the Jeru¬ 
salem Mint (20, 000 regular with "kof" mint mark); at the San Francisco Mint (40, 000 
regular with no mint mark); and again at the San Francisco Mint (20, 000 in proof with 
"mem" mint mark). As yet, the gold edition is still not legally available to the U. S. 

0 collector. 
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Dr Alan Feinberg was next with his exhibit and talk on three important numismatic 
books The first of these was Jewish Medicine, by Solomon R. Kagan, M.D., Medico- 
Historical Press, 1952, Boston, Mass. This publication is a biographical dictionary 
of medical men of the Jewish faith from early times to 1952. This book is important 
to the Judaic medal collector. His next book was Catalogue of the Greek Coins_of 
Palestine by G. F. Hill. This book is Volume 27 of a set of 29 volumes of catalogues 
of the Greek coins of the British Museum. This work was published by the British 
Museum in 1914 and has been reprinted. The complete 29 volume set sells for 
$650. 00, individual copies are $2?. 50. This reprint was published by Arnald Forni, 
Bologna, 1965, and is a hard cover book of 474 pages with 42 plates. It contains the 
descriptions and photos of all the ancient coins issued in Galilee, Samaria and Judaea 
to the close of the Greek Imperial Coinage. It is a valuable book for the ancient 
Judaic collector. His third book was Catalogue of Coins, Tokens, and Medals in_the 
Numismatic Collection of the Mint of the United States at Philadelphia, Pa. , Washington, 
Government Printing Office, 1913. This excellent publication on numismatics in 
general is out of print; it does contain some information for the Judaic medal collector. 

In addition to these three books. Dr. Feinberg also exhibited several copies of Israel^ 
Numismatic Journal, publication of the Israel Numismatic Society of Israel. These 
magazines were first issued in 1962 as Israel Numismatic Bulletin and changed to the 
Journal in 1963. The last issue was No. 4, 1964 (actually issued in 1966). Since this 
time, no magazines were published. This past summer, this writer received a letter 
dated 15th May, 1969 from the Israel Numismatic Society, P.O. Box 50, Jerusalem, 
Israel, stating that a single volume covering the years 1965-1966 is "going to press". 

This was ordered and paid for but up to now, the publication has not arrived. Anyone 
interested, may write the above address for more information. 

The next exhibitor was Mr. Harry Flower, who displayed the new El A1 medals. This 
official State Medal is of an unusual motif and was designed by the late Ben Shahn; 

10,000 were struck in bronze (59 mm., 92 grams), 5, 000 in silver (45 mm. , 48 grams) 
and 2, 000 in gold (35 mm., 30 grams). For more information, write Israel Govern¬ 
ment Coins and Medals Corp., 850 Third Ave., New York 10022. Also, displayed by 
Harry Flower was a set of beautiful historical medals commemorating the "300th 
ANNIVERSARY - RESETTLEMENT OF THE JEWS IN GREAT BRITAIN". These 
medals, struck in bronze, silver and gold, were designed by Paul Vincze of London 
and were issued during the celebration held in England in 1956 on the 300th anniversary 
that the Jews were allowed to return to England after they were expelled in 1290. The 
obverse of the medal bears the portraits of Oliver Cromwell, then the Lord Protector 
of the Commonwealth, and Rabbi Menasseh ben Israel of Amsterdam, through whose 
efforts Jews were again admitted into England. 

After the exhibits a motion was made to adjourn. Then, Mrs. Bell, our secretary, 
reported on her recent month-long trip to Israel. Especially interesting was her 
explanation of the advanced agricultural methods developed and used in Israel. Her 
colored slides of Israeli scenes were of great interest and this group especially appreci¬ 
ated the slides on ancient Jewish Coins. We want to thank Mrs. Bell - we all enjoyed 
her Israel report. 

We have just received information of the "2nd Annual Study Tour of Israel March 1-11, 
1970". A supply of brochures were sent to us and these will be passed out to the members

Next was the election of officers. Mr. Donald Oppenheim proposed a slate that con¬ 
sisted of those who had been acting as officers of INSI for the past several months.

The above were unanimously elected to serve for 1970. They want to thank the mem¬ 
bership for this "vote of confidence" and will do their best for the organization. 


The subject of "Club Dues" was then brought up. After discussion, the sum of $5.00 
was proposed, voted on and passed as the adult yearly dues from January 1 to December 
31. Junior Members (under 18 Years of age) would pay $3. 00. For those persons 
who have already paid amounts of $3.00 or $6. 00, your new dues will be adjusted by 
the secretary, so that you will be "up-to-date". Please see Mrs. Levy at the next 
meeting and she will be happy to receive your payment. 


Attorney Nathan Eglit has agreed to act as chairman of a committee to draw up by¬ 
laws and write a constitution for INSI, based on those of other numismatic organizations. 
These will be mimeographed and passed to the members at a subsequent meeting for 
discussion. When approved by the membership, these will be printed. We sincerely 
thank Mr. Eglit and deeply appreciate his acceptance to act as our "legal advisor. " 
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The door prizes were next: a 1967 Jerusalem Specimen Set of Israel Coins and an 
Israel Commemorative Album, both donated by Mr. Nagy. The lucky winners were 
Mr. Cy Lillien and Mr. Myron Tiersky. Congratulations! 

Mrs. Bell then read part of the bulletin of "Israel Monthly Coin Club", a commercial 
organization of Houston, Texas. This was a Market Analysis of the "Hotest Items in 
Israel Coins". It was quite interesting and gives a collector a good feeling to know 
that his coins are appreciating in value. 

The exhibits were next on the program. Mr. Ben Odesser displayed and told us about 
the medal that was issued in connection with a dinner by THE STATE OF ISRAEL BOND 
ORGANIZATION that was held at McCormick Place Chicago December 10, 1960. The 
obverse of this 42 mm. Bronze medal portrays Harry S. Truman, Man of the Century. 

Mr. Harry Flower's exhibit and talk was next. This display consists of six typed sheets, 
upon each were two large and two small bronze and silver Israel Official State medals. 
These were THIRD INTERNATIONAL VIOLINCELLO COMPETITION, THIRTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY FIRST IMMIGRANT BLOCKADE-RUNNERS. 'SHAVIT', BAR KOCHBA, 

S. S. SHALOM, and VALOUR. Also, there were two medals that were issued by the 
National Commemorative Society. These Judaic Medals were "The Four Chaplains 
Coin Medal" and "The Albert Einstein Coin Medal". 

Dr. Alan Feinberg had the new MASADA MEDAL in 45 mm. silver. This beautiful 
piece was discussed in the January Bulletin. Also, Dr. Feinberg exhibited a "GRAND 
SANHEDRIN" medal, originally struck under Napoleon in 1806. This 41 mm. bronze 
piece was bought by Dr. Feinberg recently from the Paris Mint. In addition, he had 
two genuine Litzamannstadt Ghetto 10 mark pieces and two replicas of the same. 

Last in this exhibit was a "PURIM TALER". This very interesting coin was issued 
in Erfurt, Germany in 1632. The obverse features celestial rays with the word 
"JEHOVAH" in Hebrew letters. "Purim" is mentioned on the reverse. 

Mr. Nathan Eglit had a very historical and interesting display of ancient coins of Hadrian, 
who was Emperor of Rome from 117 to 138 A. D. (The Second Revolt of the Jews took 
place 132-135 A. D.). In addition to 19 ancient coins, there was a map of the area and 
a book on this subject. This exhibit was very significant to ancient Jewish history.

The tenth general meeting of the Israel Numismatic Society of Illinois (INSI) will be held 
at the Bernard Horwich Jewish Community Center , 3003 West Touhy Avenue, Chicago, Illinois 
on Wednesday, March 25, 1970 at 8:00 P.M. in Room #07. 

The February meeting of the INSI was called to order by President Harry Flower, the 
minutes of the previous meeting were read by Secretary Mary Bell and the financial report was 
given by Treasurer Lea Levy. 

Old Business : The Israel Numismatic Trip was discussed. Two of our members, Mr. 

Ben Odesser and Mr. Myron Tiersky will participate. We wish them both a most enjoyable, and 
meaningful trip and will hear their report at the March 25th meeting. 

1970 club dues : As you know, the yearly dues are now $5. 00 and payment for this year is 
in order. If you have not paid, the secretary will enclose and adjusted invoice of the amount due. 
If you are unable to attend the March meeting, you may send a check payable to the INSI to Mrs.

New business : Mrs. Bell read a letter from Mr. Morris Bram, president of AINA, 
regarding the membership cards that were sent to us. These cards are not only beautiful, but 
very useful to the Israel coin collector. We appreciate this gift and want to thank our "parent 
organization". 

Proposed B^-Laws and Constitution : Attorney Nathan Eglit who prepared copies of the 
proposed by-laws and constitution distributed them to the board for study and later discussion. 

Mr. Eglit was appointed by Mr. Flower to the board of directors as chairman of the constitution 
committee. Mr. Ben Odesser and Mr. David Silverman were also appointed to the board of 
directors. 

Door prize: Pretty seven year old Ellen Oppenheim, lovely daughter of Mr. Donald 
Oppenheim, drew the lucky number for Mr. Eglit. His prize was an Israel Coin Album donated 
by Mr. Louis Nagy. 

Exhibits and talks : It seems that with each meeting, there are more and larger ex¬ 
hibitions of numismatic material. There were eight exhibitors at this meeting. This is very 
gratifying as displays and talks are one of the important parts of a numismatic meeting. We 
have reached the point where a "Display Chairman" is needed. Mrs. Mary Bell has agreed to 
fill this post and will have display forms for the exhibitors in the future. 

Mr. Oppenheim had a very interesting, historical display of silver pennies from a 
Crusader hoard discovered in Turkey. These three silver Crusader coins of Bohemond HI 
(1140 - 1201) Prince of Antioch (located just north of Palestine), were a short cross penny, 
a long cross penny and a Handel Shelker penny. Mr. Oppenheim also had a specially prepared 
map showing Antioch, Palestine and the other countries of the Middle East of that period. 

Dr. Morris M. Goldberg exhibited six of the scarcer Israel medals. These beautiful 
pieces would enhance any collection and the doctor is fortunate to own them. 

Mrs. Levy brought and exhibited the official Israel Government album for medals, which 
was filled with her collection. The album is beautiful, durable and of magnificent workmanship. 

A brochure concerning this album is available from the I. G. C. & M. Corp. in New York. 

Mrs. Bell exhibited a book Great Jewish Portraits in Metal edited by Daniel M. Frieden- 
berg, Shocken Books, Inc., 67 Park Avenue, New York 10016. This book is a "must" for the 
Judaic Collector and is readily available from your Temple BookShopor any major book store. 

Mr. Odesser made an impressive exhibit, a mass display of Israli tokens. This was a 
pile of Israel telephone tokens and Haifa subway tokens. The Haifa Subway, called the "Carmelit" 
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starts at the harbor area and climbs to the top of Mt. Carmel, a distance of over a mile. It 
was built by the French and completed in October 1959. 

Mr. Eglit exhibited five different medals of Harry Truman. These are of a historic 
Judaic interest because Mr. Truman was president of the United States at the time that the 
United Nations voted the establishment of the State of Israel; and this country, through Pres¬ 
ident Truman, immediately recognized the State of Israel. In addition to those medals that 
were made in the U.S., Mr. Eglit had Truman medals produced by the Shekel Co. of Jeru¬ 
salem and by Paul Vincze of London. 

Mr. Flower was the seventh exhibitor. He had the new set of 5 Pidyon HaBen coins in 
the special olive-wood box. These special 10 pound silver coins of Israel (illustrated in our 
January News Bulletin) , are now available from I. G. C. & M. Corp. and from some banks. 
Write for a brochure. Mr. Flower also exhibited all of the official Balfour Declaration Medals 
with a write-up and also with a facsimile of the original Balfour Declaration. 

The last exhibitor, showing a vast amount of Judaic Numismatic material was Mr. 
Silverman. Lack of space will not allow us to list all the medals, but there were large 59 mm. 
bronzes of Ben Gurion, Sinai Campaign, Theodore Herzl, Liberation of Jerusalem, Victory of 
Zakal, etc., produced by the Shekel Co. of Jerusalem. There were medals of the "Hall of 
Fame" series of a Judaic nature. The issues of the "Society of Medalists" was represented 
with such medals as Adam and Eve, Creation, David and Goliath, etc. The French Mint was 
represented by a metial of Si gmund Freud. Some of the medals were mounted in plastic cases 
with a foam insert. Mr. Silverman demonstrated how he mounted these pieces for display by 
cutting a sheet of foam and inserting in cases. In addition to the medals he showed a new set 
of 7 ancient coins of Israel offered by the Journal of Israel Numismatics of New York that are 
attractively housed in a vinyl plastic holder. Finally, for the first time we saw the 1970 set 
of Israel Coins in the new wallet type holder. 

At this meeting we had our largest number of exhibitors and largest exhibits and they 
were of great historical and numismatic interest. Please bring any Judaic numismatic 
material, a book, a coin or medal to share on exhibit with other members. It's fun and 
rewarding to be active in your Israel Numismatic Society of Illinois. 

We remind you that the special feature of the March meeting will be the Israel Numis¬ 
matic Report by Ben Odesser and Myron Tiersky. This was not an ordinary trip to Israel, 
but was a trip of Numismatic nature and what they have to say will be of great interest.

The March meeting was called to order by President Harry Flower. A small attendance was 
anticipated due to the bad weather; T. V. and radio announcements gave repeated warnings of 
hazardous driving. Despite the 14" snow there were 23 people present at this meeting. 

Mr. Flower reported on a committee meeting at which the proposed by-laws and constitution 
of the INSI were discussed. Under the chairmanship of Mr. Nathan Eglit, these will be final¬ 
ized and presented to the membership at a subsequent meeting. 

Mr. David Silverman then explained his new "Inventory Control" card. The purpose of this card 
is for the collector to keep a record of his numisma tic possessions. The card measures 5"x8" 
and will fit into a standard file box or cabinet. It was conceived and developed by Mr. Silverman 
and has spaces to provide for all information of your numismatic specimen. It can be used for 
coins, medals or paper money. Each card may be used for each set or series of coins or medals, 
or for an individual piece. We appreciate his making these cards available to the members: you 
may obtain a supply at his cost. While discussing the cards, the matter of coin insurance was 
introduced. It was pointed out that most insurance companies require some type of inventory. 
These cards will definitely fill this requirement. 

Mr. Silverman also introduced the subject of buying , selling and trading of numismatic material 
between members. He has designed "WANTED" and "FOR SALE" slips, a 4"x5 l/2" paper form 
on which a member may list an item or items that he wants to buy or trade for his collection; or 
he may list duplicates that he wishes to sell or trade. A sample of these will be included with the 
April Bulletin, and, of course, a supply will be available at each meeting. These forms are to 
be fastenened to a bulletin board in the meeting room and the time between 7:30 and 8:00 may be 
used as the buy, sell and trade period. Again, we must thank Mr. Silverman for ideas for the 
improvement of our organization. 

The door prize drawing was next. A guest for the first time, Miss Varda Moka, a very attractive 
Israeli student from Ramat Gan, put her hand into the hat, and in front of all of us, drew out the 
lucky number, her own. Congratulations, Varda: not only are you lucky, but also pretty. Please 
continue your visits with us. As usual, the prize was donated by Mr. Lou Nagy. 


Mr. Harry Flower spoke next on his large display of Judaic numismatic material. This exhibit 
was divided into four catagories: (1). The Judaic Medals of Paul Vincze which consisted of a 
silver plaque of "The Golden Calf"; silver and bronze medals of "Wilfred Sampson Samuel" and 
the "Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue of London"; silver and bronze medals of "300th Anniver¬ 
sary of resettlement of the Jews of Great Britain"; silver and bronze medals of "Herbert Viscount 
Samuel"; silver and bronze medals of "Lee Max Friedman Award of the American Jewish Histor¬ 
ical Society"; and the silver medal of "Yehudi Menuhin". There are other medals of Judaic interest 
that Mr. Vincze had designed, but these are official medals of the State of Israel and medals 
issued by ISNUMAT of Jerusalem. (2). The Judiac Medals Struck in the Netherlands consisted of 
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an extremely high relief 4" bronze of Albert Einstein by Maarten Pauw; two sizes in silver and 
bronze "Zionist" medals by van der Hoef; large bronze medal of "Eduard Gerzon"; large bronze 
of "Dr. Memdes Da Costa"; Mr. Samuel van Houten"; Mr. T. M. C. Asser"; anti-pogrom 
medals; medal of "Josef Israels"; marriage medals, etc. Also there were recent medals from 
the Netherlands such as a set of five "David Ben Gurion", a set of General Moshe Dayan", a set 
of Netherland-Israel Solidarity Medals", and others. (3). Charms and Talismans of Judaic 
Interest was composed of a collection of about 40 gold, silver, bronze, wood, etc. charms and 
good luck pieces that were of a Judaic motif. These will not be listed in this bulletin but some 
were shekel medals with loops for wearing. (4). Replica Coins of Judaic Interest consisted of 
a collection of replicas or reproductions of rare and expensive coins. Among these were 
shekels and half shekels of the Jewish Roman War, Tetradrahm of the Bar Kochba War, the 
Roman Judaea Capta of 71 A. D., and others. 

The highlights of the meeting were the reports of Mr. Myron Tiersky and Mr. Ben Odesser on 
their recent Israel Numismatic trip. Mr. Tiersky spoke first; the members listened with great 
interest as he described various phases of the tour. He also displayed a case of souvenirs and 
among these was a medal struck by the Israel Government Coins and Medals Corp. especially 
for members of this tour. It was the JERUSALEM Medal of the "Historical Cities of Israel" 
series (Cat. No. 59133) but struck in bronze. This 35 mm. bronze piece may now be added to 
the list of "Medal Officially Commissioned for Ceremonial Distribution" and will not be for sale 
by the IGC&MC. 

Mr. Odesser told us of his impressions and experiences of his second trip to Israel. His report 
was very interesting; we all sure enjoyed hearing Ben's talk. The membership wants to thank 
both of these men for their reports. 

A letter was received from Morris Bram, president of American Israel Numismatic Association 
(AINA) offering all Israel Coin Clubs a discount of 20% on Sylvia Haffner's new book THE HISTORY 
OF MODERN ISRAEL'S MONEY . This saving is quite substantial. The hard cover book lists at 
$7.50 and the soft cover at $5.00; price will be $6.00 and $4.00 respectively. Any members who 
wish to purchase this book through the club, please make payment to Mrs. Bell at the next meeting. 

A new Israel State Medal has just been issued; the KEREN HAYESOD Medal commemorating the 
50th anniversary of Keren Hayesod, the financial arm of the Zionist Organization which has 
provided means for resettling immigrants in Israel. This attractive medal was designed by 
Yitzhak Pugacz of Jerusalem and 7, 000 will be struck in 59 mm bronze, 4, 000 in 45 mm silver, 
and 2, 000 in 35 mm gold. The obverse of the medal features the elliptical emblem of this 
organization surrounded by the inscription "KEREN HAYESOD JUBILEE 1920-1970" in English 
below and in Hebrew above. The reverse features a relief line design of a group of faceless men 
and women standing on a tiny vessel, symbolizing immigration. Curved above in a half circle is 
a continuous frieze, the motifs representing housing, agricultural settlement and education, 
which are the principal achievements of Keren Hayesod. Curved below completing the circle is 
the inscription "UNITED ISRAEL APPEAL" in English to the left and in Hebrew to the right. For 
a brochure with complete information, write the Israel Government Coins & Medals Corp., 
(IGC&MC) 850 Third Ave. , New York 10022.

Obverse: In the centre, from top to bottom: the nominal 
value of the coin—10 Israel Lirot, the main building of 
the Mikveh Israel School campus, the years of the cen¬ 
tenary—5630-5730 in Hebrew letters and below their 
equivalent—1870-1970. 

On the exergue, the word ISRAEL, in Hebrew in the 
centre, in Arabic to the left, and in Latin letters to the 
right. Framing the central motif on the left side—the 
simple ornament of a spiklet of corn. 

Reverse: On the upper left, in four lines of Hebrew 
script, the inscription: “Centenary of Mikveh Israel”. 
Below, across the field of the coin, a stylised plough. 

On the exergue, the Hebrew name of the Alliance Israe¬ 
lite Universelle: Kol Israel Haverim.

• leatherette holder developed by Dave; a pair of 50 mm bronze medals to mark the American- 
Israel Pavilion at the N. Y. World's Fair of 1964-65; a pair of 60 mm bronze medals issued in 
1960 by Nahariya Local Council commemorating its 25th anniversary; a silver "Bar Mitzvah" and 

a silver "Liberation" medal both 19 mm in diameter, official issues of IGC&MC and still available; 




and finally, two commemorative coins from East Germany, a 1968 20 Mark piece featuring Karl 
Marx and a 1969 5 Mark piece featuring Heinrich Hertz. 


Dr. Alan Feinberg displayed and spoke on several important numismatic books. These were 
A Bibliography of Jewish Numismatics by L. A. Mayer, The Magnes Press, The Hebrew Univ¬ 
ersity, Jerusalem, 1966; Ancient Jewish Coins by A. Reifenberg, Rubin Mass. , Jerusalem 1947 
(this book has been revised and reprinted several times); Israel's History in Coins by A. Reifen¬ 
berg, East and West Library, London 1953; A Handy Guide to Jewish Coins by Rev. E. Rogers, 

Spink & Son, Ltd., London 1914; Jewish Coins by S. Reinach, reprinted by Argonaut, Inc., 

Chicago 1966; and finally Jewish Coins, an auction Sale Catalogue be Bank Leu & Co. AG, that 
took place April 3, 1963 at Lucerne, Switzerland. 

Mr. Flower next spoke on his display of two catagories of medals as to their origin of production. 
These were The Judaic Medals struck by Medallic Art Co. of New York: The three inch bronze 
"Frankenhuis Collection Medal, a Tribute to the Six Million"; "Lion of Israel Medal" a three 
inch bronze sculptured by Elizabeth Weistrop; later this was issued in 1 1/2 inch silver; "Moses 
Maimonides", a 1 3/4 inch bronze and silver medal, the fifth in a series of Great Men in Medicine 
Medals; "Levi E. Eshkol" a 1 3/4 inch silver and a two inch bronze issued by the American-Israel 
Numismatic Association; the first five in the series "The Twelve Tribes of Israel", issued by The 
Judaic Medal Society of Half Moon Bay, California. These beautiful 1 3/4 inch silver and bronze 
medals are being sculptured by E. Weistrop, already issued are "Levi", "Joseph", "Ruben", "Gad" 
and "Judah". 

The next group was the Judaic Medals struck by the Franklin Mint. These include "The Four 
Chaplains Coin-Medal" and'The Albert Einstein Coin-Medal" ; these 1 1/2 inch sterling silver 
proofs are the 16th and 50 th in the series of the National Commemorative Society. The "Abba 
Eban" medal in 1 1/2 inch sterling silver and proof bronze sculptured by Gilroy Roberts and 
issued by Journal of Israel Numismatics (JIN); "Chanukah Medal 1968" in 1 1/4 inch silver and 
bronze proof, designed by Oscar Harris and also issued by J. I. N. ; "Sister Cities of Independence, 
Tel Aviv-Philadelphia" in 1 1/2 inch silver and bronze proof issued by J.I. N. ; the "Landsteiner 
Centenary"medal issued by Ortho Diagnostics of Raritan, N. J. ; "Albert Michelson" issued by 
U.S. Naval Academy; "Moshe Dayan" and "Itzhak Rabin" Commemoration Victory Medals issued 
by the International Numismatic Agency of N. Y. and a private issue "Paul A. Silver" Bar Mitzvah 
by Gilroy Roberts, 1966. 

As a point of information, some of you may wonder why the writers of this bulletin go into detail 
in describing medals, books, etc. The purpose is to give the collector information of numismatic 
items that he may not possess but would like to obtain for his collection. This is one of the benefits 
of belonging to an organization of this type, to gain information from those who are more knowledge¬ 
able in his field. Monthly displays by members are important for gaining knowledge and perhaps 
viewing items that you do not have. This is an important part of any Coin Club. Please feel free 
to bring any of your Judaic Numismatic items to a meeting, and tell the rest of the members about 
your possessions.

The thirteenth general meeting of the Israel Numismatic Society of Illinois (INSI) will be held at the

The May meeting was called to order by President Harry Flower; Secretary Mary Bell read the 
minutes of the previous meeting and Treasurer Lea Levy gave the financial report. 

Mr. Flower again brought up the subject of Sylvia Haffner's new book The History of Modern 
Israel's Money , and the fact that it is available from AINA at a 20% discount if ordered through 
the club. Several of our members responded by placing orders with Mrs. Bell.

Mr. Flower passed out the four-page supplement for the official Catalogue of Israel Government 
Coins and Medals Corporation. This "Addendum to 1969 Catalogue" includes all the new issues 
of coins and medals of the State of Israel for 1970 and also lists the items no longer available. 

Any member who has a copy of the Catalogue and did not receive an Addendum at the May 
meeting, may obtain a copy by writing to the IGC & MC., 850 Third Ave., New York, N. Y. 10022. 
There is no charge for this supplement. The INSI wants to thank the New York office for sending 
these for our club distrubution. 

The passing of one of our members was then announced. Mr. Jonas Meyers, who was affiliated 
with the National Bank of Albany Park in Chicago, 3424 West Lawrence Ave., passed away 
May 10, 1970. The members of the INSI wish to convey their sincere condolences to his family. 

The drawings of the door prizes were next. Jeffery Lillien and his friend, Mark Bisk, who came 
to the meeting as a visitor, distributed the tickets and drew the lucky numbers. The first prize, 

& copy of Moneys of the Bible by R. S. Yeoman, Whitman Publishing Co., Racine, Wis. 1961 
*(now out of print) was won by Mr. Ernest Levy; the second prize, a numismatic money clip was 
won by Mr. Ben Odesser. Congratulations! Both prizes were donated by Mr. Abe DeKoven. 

Mr. Leo Hecht, who had an exhibit of an uncirculated and a proof 1958 "Menora" coin, gave a 
most enlightening and informative talk on this 5-pound commemorative of Israel. This 10th 
Anniversary Coin, the first in a series of "Independence Day Coins" issued by the State of Israel, 
was struck in regular (B.U.) and in proof. As you know, the proof coin did not bear a "mem" as 
subsequent proof issues; and as the proofs were not of real proof quality, it was almost imposs¬ 
ible to distinguish between a good B. U. and a genuine proof. Now, as Mr. Hecht explained, 
after 12 years of existence, a method is now recognized whereby the B.U. and the proof may 
definitely be differentiated. This method is quite simple; genuine proofs have a mirror-like 
surface, the high relief parts such as lettering and the number should be frosted; the reverse, 
bearing the large "5", should NOT have an apparent "cross" (similar to that of a star sapphire), 
centered with a "dot" dividing this side into quadrants. Remember, this characteristic is absent

from the true proof, but is found on the B.U. only. Of course, the most conclusive result would 
* be obtained by the examination of both varieties at the same time. 

The next exhibitor was Mr. Harry Flower. He displayed a set of 45 mmcopper portrait medals 
produced by S. Kretschmer & Sons, Jerusalem. These were Sholem Aleichem, Chaim Bialik, 
David Ben Gurion, Theodor Herzl, Mendele Mocher Sephorim, Dr„ H. Weizmann, Izhak Ben 
Zvi and a plaquette of Herzliya Gymnasium (College). He also had a 5 l/2 inch by 7 l/2 inch 
plastic holder titled "Israel’s Fight for Freedom", which contained six 33 mm silver medals, 
as follows: David Ben Gurion, Peace, Theodor Herzl, Chaim Weizmann, Anne Frank, and 
) Zeev Jabotinski. Then, he had a plastic case of Israel Coins and Medals that was sold as a 
souvenir at the American Israel Pavilion of the New York World's Fair 1964-1965. Lastly, 

Mr. Flower had on display a collection of 22 "Shekel Medals". After a brief explanation of 
this very interesting branch of Judiac numismatics, he exhibited and commented on the most 
authoritative publication pertaining to> this series. Shekel Medals and False Shekels , by Bruno 
Kisch, M. D., New York, 1941 (Reprinted from Historia Judaic a , Vol.III, No. 2). 

^ Dr. Alan Feinberg was the last exhibitor and speaker of the evening. His display also contained 
several shekel medals. In addition, there was a 1964 small date 10 Agorot coin (a rather scarce 
coin) and about a dozen chits or paper tokens from Israel. These "ticket-like" pieces were 
issued by Israeli Bus Companies for the buying of drinks, such as tea, etc, in canteens and 
restaurants. Then Dr. Feinberg took over the meeting for the rest of the evening by show¬ 
ing his excellent slides of Judaic coins and medals that he had made from selections of his 
own collection. These included trade coins of Israel, shekel medals, the Israel medal given to 
French generals in recognition of aid in the Sinai Campaign in 1957, and the medal given to those 
who participated in the launching of the Shavit rocket in 1962. The slides and comments on the 
coins and medals by Dr. Feinberg were most interesting, very informative and were enjoyed by 
the members present. We wish to thank Dr. Feinberg and his lovely daughter Judi, who 
assisted him, for this very enjoyable program. We hope that the doctor will have other slides 
for another showing in the very near future.

The June meeting was called to order by President Harry Flower; Treasurer Lea Levy gave the 
financial report; the minutes of the previous meeting were not read due to the absence of Secretary 
Mary Bell. 

Mr. Flower then informed the members that the Mikveh Israel Centenary Commemorative had 
arrived and would be distributed to those who had ordered them. Everyone seemed quite pleased 
with this new 1970 Independence Day Commemorative Coin and we appreciate the Israel Govern¬ 
ment Coins & Medal Corp. making this year's issue available through the INSI. 

Attorney Nathan Eglit then spoke on the "Constitition and By-Laws" of INSI. As stated in a previous 
bulletin, the constitition and by-laws for our organization had been discussed at a board of directors 
meeting and under the chairmanship of Mr. Eglit had been drawn up and printed. He brought copies 
to this meeting and they were distributed to members present. Copies will be mailed to those who 
were absent. All members are requested to study the "Constitution and By-Laws of the I. N. S. I. , as 
a vote has to be taken at a subsequent meeting so as to officially adopt, reject or modify this docu¬ 
ment. Mr. Eglit has accomplished an excellent piece of work in drawing up this important paper 
and the officers and members thank him very much. As was suggested by Mr. Ben Odesser, a 
rising vote of thanks was extended to Mr. Eglit. 

Mr. and Mrs. Louis Nagy just returned -from a four country European trip and were asked to give 
a brief report. Mr. Nagy stated that the trip was practically non-numismatic, but his talk about 
Hungary, its history and politics was well received. Especially interesting was his discussion of 
current events and anti-semitism in that country. We thank Mr. Nagy for a very interesting report. 

Mr. Leo Hecht then took the floor with a suggestion that we should have a program committee. 

Many agreed with this proposal. It would be the duty of the program chairman to arrange for films, 
slides, speakers or any other educational or entertainment type of program for our meetings. Under 
protest, Mr. Hecht reluctantly agreed to be the chairman; Mr. Dave Silverman and Mr. Harry 
Flower will be his assistants. If any members learn of a potential speaker that would be of interest 
to our club, please notify Mr. Leo Hecht. 

The door prizes were next. Young David Goldberg drew his father, Dr. Morris Goldberg's number 
for a set of cuff links. Steven Dolins, Jr. won a coin album. We thank Lou Nagy and Abe DeKoven 
for the prize donations. 

The first exhibitor of the evening was Dr. Alan Feinberg. He displayed and spoke on the telephone 
tokens of Israel. There are three types: the large 26 mm bronze with 7 mm perforation, dated 1955 
in Hebrew: the 19 mm brass 1964 and 19 mm cupro nickel 1966, the last two slotted and with 5 mm 
hole. Also, he exhibited replica shekels of the year 3 of the first Jewish War,, and theshekel or 
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tetradrachm of Bar Kochba. (134-135 C.E.) and spoke briefly on these important pieces. 

Mr. Flower exhibited the Israel Philatelic-Numismatic combination covers issued by PANart. 
These were the "Pidyon-HaBen" cover (dated 21-1-70); the set of five using Israel coins and 
stamps (dated 17-2-70) and the new Levi Eshkol covers, using the silver and bronze medals 
issued by AINA with the Eshkol commemorative stamp (dated 11-3-70). These beautiful, histor¬ 
ical covers of coins, medals and stamps will make an important addition to any collection of 
Judaica. In a letter recently received from PANart, these covers are offered to members of 
INSI at a discount price. This information will be given to the membership at the July meeting. 
For further information write PANart Covers, P. O. Box 2525, North Hollywood, Calif. 91602. 

In addition, Mr. Flower displayed the complete set of "Lion of Israel Medals" sculptured by 
Elizabeth Weistrop and struck by Medallic Art Co. of New York. These included the 3 inch 
bronze, the 3 inch silver (only 20 issued), and the 1 1/2 inch silver. The obverse of this beauti¬ 
ful high relief medal features the Lion of Israel (Lion of Judah) guarding the Menorah of Hanukkah 
and the reverse features Moses descending Mount Sinai with the Ten Commandments, surrounded 
by the inscription "HEAR O ISRAEL THE LORD OUR GOD, THE LORD IS ONE" (Deut. 6:4). For 
information write the Judaic Medal Society, Box 248, Half Moon BayjCalif 94019. 



In conclusion, Mr. Harry Flower gave the talk of the evening on the very interesting and important 
Israel Defense Forces "Remembrance Day Medal". This medal was struck in 1963 for presentation 
by the Ministry of Defense to bereaved families on Remembrance Day for the fallen of the Israel 
Defence Forces. This medal, designed by Yosef Bass, was for ceremonial distribution only and 
was not for sale. Due to requests and pressures from various groups and collectors, the Ministry 
of Defense was approached by the Israel Government Coins and Medals Corp. with the result that 
in 1969 permission was granted to release this medal to the general public. This apparently sat¬ 
isfied many collectors but caused aggravation to others who thought that the sale of this "sacred" 
medal was in bad taste. Consequently, in 1970, the IGC & MC decided to withdraw this medal from 
the market and the die has been destroyed. 

This collector had been fortunate in obtaining one of the original "Remembrance Day Medals" issued 
in 1963 and compared it with the new 1969 issue. Close examination indicates that the same die 
was used, but other major differences are apparent; the 1963 issue : weight 120 grams, thickness 
at edge 5 mm. ; length of edge inscription "STATE OF ISRAEL" in English and in Hebrew, 38mm. ; 
the 1969 issue : weight 99 grams, thickness at edge 4 mm., length of edge inscription 46mm. • 

This collector wants to bring to the attention of other Israel Medal Collectors the existence of these 
two varieties of this scarce, important State Medal, the very meaningful REMEMBRANCE DAY 
MEDAL. In the second edition of Sylvia Haffner’s Israel 1 s Modem Money and Medals 1917-1970 , 

the weight of the 1969 issue is given as 108 grams whereas 3 specimens weighed by members of 
our club gave a weight of 99 grams each. 
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Our INSI has received some publicity in recent weeks. We had a nice write-up in the June 10, 1970 
issue page 58 of COIN WORLD ; then again in the July 8, 1970 issue page 39. We want to thank 
the "World's most popular numismatic publication" and especially for sending us a supply of the 
June 10 issue, which will be passed out to those present at the next meeting. Of course, those 
of you who are AINA members saw our long write-up in the SHEKEL under "Club News" in the 
Spring 1970 and the Summer 1970 issues. While on the subject of publications, Mr. Ben Odesser 
has received a supply of the July 1970 issue of WORLD COINS . This is the Third Annual Israel 
Edition of this fine magazine and will be passed out to members as long as supplies last. We want 
to thank WORLD COINS for this donation of magazines. 

The June meeting was quite interesting and well attended. Among those present were five visitors. 
Apparently, these people liked our club, paid their dues and became members of our INSI. These 
new members are:

Our meeting day was hot and humid; a small attendance was anticipated, but again, there was a "full 
house" and additional chairs had to be brought into the room. After the preliminaries, President 
Harry Flower brought up the subject of "Constitution and By-Laws of INSI. " It was decided to add a 
disposition clause. The purpose being that in the event of the dissolution of the INSI all the assets 
would be donated to the Israel Emergency Fund. 

Secretary Mary Bell had received the books, The History of Modern Israel's Money, 1917-1970 by 
S. Haffner, and she distributed them to the members who had placed an order. As other members 
wanted copies, she took orders for additional books.

For those who are 
unfamiliar with these numismatic tokens, they are made by rolling a coin through a press that 
lengthens the coin into an ellipse and at the same time, by means of a die on the roller, impresses 
a new design on the coin. In this case the design is the word "SHALOM" in Hebrew and English and 
^|o stars of David on each side. Ben told us the history of the issue and how he obtained a supply 
for INSI members. It was decided to sell these to members at 75£ each (they are worth more); 
the profits, of course, going to the club treasury. Half of the supply were sold on the spot. The 
remainder will be sold at the next meeting. If you want one and are unable to attend the next meet¬ 
ing, have a friend buy one for you; or call or write and one will be reserved for you.

Jericho won a set of Israel coins; 
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Mr. Dennis Akeles and Mr. Myron Tiersky each won a numismatic plaque. As Mr. Odesser had 
only eight copies of the July 1970 issue of WORLD COINS (the Israel issue) to distribute, it was 
jjecided to use these as additional door prizes. The winners of these were; Mark Bisk, Donald 
Oppenheim, Steven Dolins, Judy Katz, Michael Spom, Hyman Siegel, Aaron Kaplan, and Robert 
Greenstein. 

The first speaker and exhibitor of the evening was Mr. Aaron Kaplan. He spoke on a Roman coin 
that he had bought in Israel. It was a small bronze of Constantine (306-337 A. D.), a rather common 
ancient coin; but he had researched the piece, writing down the inscriptions and telling us about this 
issue. This is an example of short and interesting talks that make up a meaningful numismatic 
meeting. More of the members should follow the example of Mr. Kaplan (a new member for one 
month) and look up some of your possessions and tell us about them at a meeting. 

Dr. Alan Feinberg exhibited and spoke about some photos that he had taken and processed. These 
were of the 5 Agorot rolled coin, a shekel medal and some Israel commemorative coins. Also, he 
exhibited and spoke on a very important book Medals Relating to Medical and Allied Sciences in the 
Numismatic Collection of the Johns Hopkins University , Evergreen House Foundation, Baltimore, 
^964. This volume is an important reference for Judaic and other medals. 

Mr. David Silverman displayed here for the first time the new Keren Hayesod Jubilee Medal, in both 
59 mm bronze and 45 mm silver. This attractive medal was designed by Yitzhak Pugacz, engraved 
by Moshe Nov and struck by Hecht, Tel Aviv. It is now available; for further particulars arid a 
illustrated brochure write to the Israel Government Coins & Medals Corp., 850 Third Ave., N. Y., 
10022. He also showed an album containing the first five of the series "The Genius of Michelangelo". 
Many of these very beautiful 44 mm sterling silver proof pieces depict patriarchs from the Old 
Testament and are part of the Judaic heritage. The next item was the first complete page of the first 
twenty issues of the "The Medallic History of the Jewish People". These beautiful 40 mm silver 
medals are issued by the Judaic Heritage Society and as the above Michelanglo series are obtainable 
by subscription only. 

The last exhibitor was Mr. Harry Flower with several medals of Judaic interest. The first was a 
1 1/4 inch silver and bronze of Bernard M. Baruch that was issued in June 1970 as the 34th in a 
series of Statehood Medals issued by Presidential Art Medals of Englewood, Ohio. This medal was 
ftr the State of South Carolina and Mr. Baruch was selected to represent this state. The issue is 
now current; for a brochure and more information write to the above address. The next two medals 
(to show obverse and reverse) were of 1 1/2 inch bronze the Dedication Medal, School of Dentistry, 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. This is medal PM-16 and is pictured on page 302 in Sylvia 
Haffner's new book. As a point of information to members of INSI, this medal may still be avail¬ 
able free from the School of Dentistry by making a donation. This might be accomplished by con¬ 
tacting a friend in Israel who could contact their Israeli dentist. The next medal was a 2 1/4 inch 
uniface bronze of MATYAS SEIBER by Paul Vincze of London. This high-relief medal, to this 
collector's knowledge, has not been published, and is somewhat unknown. It is obtainable from 
Mr. Paul Vincze at 5 Rossetti Studios, Flood Street, Chelsea, London, S.W. 3, England. The 
medal commemorating the "Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary of Settlement of the Jews in the 
United States" was shown and spoken of next. This 3 inch bronze by Isidore Konti, issued in 1905, 
is now rare. It is listed as item No. 296 under "Historical Medals" in the Collection of the United 
States Mint at Philadelphia, Pa. The next piece was a 3 x 4 inch bronze plaquette of the new 
synagogue at Frankfurt, Germany. This is a most beautiful piece, minute in detail and now very 
scarce. The German inscription below the view of the synagogue is "Die Neue Der Israel Religion- 
Sgesellsch / zu Frankfurt A/M" (The New Synagogue of the Israel Religious Group at Frankfurt 
®/Main). Also, in Hebrew "at Day of Dedication 19th Elul" (corresponding to August 29, 1907).

The August meeting of the INSI was called to order by President Harry Flower. After preliminaries, 
Old Business was introduced. As explained in the August Bulletin, the 5 Agorot-Shalom rolled 
coins were again offered for sale. The remainder were sold; no more are available. Next, a 
dinner meeting for the future was again brought up. It was decided that this should be a project 
)for a committee and not for a general meeting. A discussion of the by-laws was next. Mr. Flower 
reminded the membership that the last part of the August 1970 Bulletin "Article XII, Disbandment 
of Club" should be clipped and attached to their copy of the Constitution and By-Laws I. N. S.I 
After some discussion, it was decided that the club should vote now at this meeting whether or not 
to adopt the above by-laws with the added Article XII. A motion was made and seconded, and an 
unanimous vote adopted the document. The INSI now officially has a Constitution; any member who 
does not have a copy may obtain one at the next meeting they attend . 

Under New Business , Mr. Flower informed the members that address plates will be made for 
mailings; any member who wishes to change his mailing address, please notify Secretary Mary 
Bell as soon as possible. Then Mr. Flower re-read a "NEWS from ISRAEL COMMUNICATION, 

INC. " Bulletin concerning the design contest for the new commemorative coin. Charter member 
Robert Greenstein has entered this contest and reported that he has received confirmation from 
the Israel Government in New York. Robert passed Xerox copies of his excellent design; we all 
wish him luck in his aspiration. 

\he next "NEWS" Bulletin received concerned the NEW PIDYON HABEN COIN, to be issued 
October 1-2, 1970. In addition to a change of the date, there will be a change in design on the 
value side of the coin. This issue will be the second in the series of these ceremonial coins. 

The distribution of the first issue of the Pidyon HaBen coins will be discontinued as of September 
30, 1970, and an up to date mintage will be announced at that time. The third bulletin was to 
announce the new IL. 10 Bank -note issued by the State of Israel. This ten pound bank-note, 
bearing a portrait of Israel's foremost poet Chaim Nahman Bialik, was put into circulation on 
August 6, 1970. 

) 

The subject of a "donated auction" was discussed; the purpose to raise funds for our organization. 

It was decided to have this event at our meeting on September 23. All members are asked to 
bring any item that he will donate. They will be auctioned at the meeting, the receipts, to be 
added to the club treasury. These items may be coins, tokens, medals, books, white elephants, 
or any item not necessarily numismatic. If you are unable to attend the September meeting, 
please make arrangements to send your contributions with another member, or mail to our P. O. 
Box. Be sure to allow sufficient time for the U. S. Mail. Please look through your possessions 
gnd donate items that will make our first auction a success. This should be an evening of fun and 
surprises. Please come prepared to bid generously on the items that you want. 

Mr. Flower then gave a report of the AINA meeting that was held at the McAlpin Hotel in New York 
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on August 16, 1970. This meeting was attended by the officers of AINA, and presidents of most of 
,the Israel Numismatic Societies of the U. S. and Canada. Mr. Ephraim Levy, Director of Israel 
Coins & Medals for North America and his secretary Miss Violet Menachem, and a special guest 
from Jerusalem, Mr. Yitzhak Avni, Director of Israel Government Coins & Medals Corp., were 
at this meeting. It was conducted by Mr. Morris Bram, president of AINA. The meeting was 
very informative, meaningful and quite lengthy. Only the highlights will be reported in this bulle¬ 
tin for the benefit of those who did not attend our last meeting. 

At the AINA meeting Mr. Avni released advance information on the sets of trade 
coins for 1971. These coins will be struck from highly polished planchets, han¬ 
dled by gloves, and placed into hermetically sealed hard-plastic containers. The 
holder will be labeled "Official Mint Set 1971" with two emblems, that of the 
State of Israe l and of the I. G. C. & Corp . All sets will be serially numbered on 
the holder and will be released in February 1971. The coins in these special sets 
will be mint-marked for the first time with a six-pointed star, the mint mark of 
the Jerusalem Mint. Sets will also be issued in the plastic wallets, but these will 
contain the regular B. U. coins and will not bear the Mint Mark. None will be 
issued in the cardboard holders. Next, Mr. Avni stated that the "New Year Token" 
for 1971 will feature a Phantom Jet and will pay homage to the Israel Air Force. 

These will be released after the Jewish New Year. 

A very important topic, the next SPECIAL NUMISMATIC STUDY TOUR OF ISRAEL 
will be March 11, 1971 to March 24, 1971. If you have not made one of these trips, 
you should definitely try to do so at this time. We are promised one of the most 
exciting and meaningful experiences of our lives. Be sure and reserve the dates 
March 11 to 24 of 1971. You will hear more of this later. 

Other items-a new Israeli numismatic film and also new slides will be avail¬ 

able to clubs; AINA will have a "News Bulletin" issued in between issues of The 
Sheke l; and AINA will republish out of print numismatic books and articles. 

Mr. Bram then requested that all affiliate clubs, as a club, should become members of AINA. 

^This was brought up at our August meeting, a motion made and voted in the affirmative. Our 
secretary was instructed to mail a check for $6. 00 for the annual dues. This enriches our club 
with a subscription of The Shekel for 1971 and a hard bound copy of Volume I and Volume II, 
1968-1970 of The Sheke l. Mr. Flower then told of the advantages of individual members of our 
club to become members of AINA. Application blanks were passed to those interested, and they 
will available to any one at our meetings. If you are interested in Judaic Numismatics, you should 
not only become a member of INSI but also of AINA. 

Exhibits were next; there were only two. Dr. Alan Feinberg displayed the earlier sets of Israel 
trade coins. He had the first card set of six coins issued in 1963 (Haffner #S-6). This set, origin¬ 
ally sold for $2. 60 now has a value of $80. 00 Also, Dr. Feinberg had the card sets of the 1964 
pruta denominations (Haffner #S-4 and S-5). These now have a value of $30. 00 each. This is just 
one of the many examples of increase in value of Israel coins. Although, most of us are drawn to 
Judaic Numismatics for its great interest, both historically and aesthetically, it is a good feeling 
to know that your collection is appreciating in value. 

Mr. Harry Flower was the second exhibitor. The first part of his display consisted of rolled or 
Elongated coins of Judaic interest. These were "SHALOM" (from 5 agorot Israel coin); "A HAPPY 
PASSOVER 5728" (from U. S. cent); "CHANUKAH" (from U. S. cent); "MOSES AND TEN COMMAND¬ 
MENTS" (from U.S. cent); "MAURICE M. GOULD ANNIVERSARY" (from U.S. and Canadian cents). 
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The second part of this exhibit consisted of the Israel ZAHAL VICTORY STAMPS (1967) and the 
teoth ANNIVERSARY FESTIVAL (1968), both setsof these commemorative stamps minted in silver 
and bronze. These were struck in Israel be permission of the Ministry of Post and Philatelic 
Service of the State of Israel. These stamps are quite attractive, but arejiot an Israel Government 
issue. They are available in this country from Research Stamp Co., Ltd., P. O. Box 190, 

Albertson, N. Y. 11507. 

The door prizes were next; as usual they were donated by Mr. Nagy and Mr. DeKoven. They were 
won by Mr. Nagy, Mark Bisk and Dr. Goldberg. Thanks and congratulations! It was announced 
^ that one of our members won an award at the A. N. A. convention in St. Louis. Our vice president 
Dr. Alan Feinberg won third place in the Token catagory in competitive displays. It is a real honor 
to win a place in national numismatic competion; congratulations Dr. Feinberg. 

Last month we enrolled a new member-and misspelled his name in the bulletin. We again welcome 

Dennis Abeles; sorry for the error, Dennis. This month we welcome two more new members. 

Mr. Jeffery F. Bemberg and Mr. Ned L. Fishkin 

>As usual, we ask you to attend our meetings, display and give a short talk on any of your numismatic 
possessions, and we will all enjoy Judaic numismatics, histoiy and fellowship together. 

The highlight of this meeting was an address by Dr. Gleason Archer, Jr. Although a member of 
INSI for quite some time, he has been unable to attend previous meetings, this being his first. 

Rev. Gleason L. Archer, Ph.D., B.D. is Professor of Old Testament at Trinity Evangelical Divinity 
School and is an instructor in Hebrew. At present he is one of a group, financed by a grant from 
the Lockman Foundation, that is working on a new translation of the Old Testament from the original 
Hebrew into modem English. This project is scheduled to be completed in January 1971. Dr. 
Archer’s talk was very informative and most interesting. We thank him and sincerely hope that 
he will be able to attend more of our meetings.

The September meeting of INSI was called to order by President Harry Flower. After reports from 
Treasurer Lea Levy and Secretary Mary Bell, Mr. Flower reminded the members of the next Israel 
flfrip, March 11 to 24, 1971, sponsored by AINA and IGC&MC. Then he exhibited the bound copy of 
Volume I and II of The Shekel , a gift from AINA to INSI. Mr. David Silverman has kindly consented 
to take over program chairmanship since Mr. Leo Hecht could no longer act as Program Chairman. 

Mr. Flower introduced the "Israel Paratrooper Token". This is a private issue, 28 mm. copper, 
issued in 1970 to commemorate the 3rd anniversary of the Liberation of Jerusalem and is dedicated 
to the the Paratroopers. It is illustrated in the August 26, 1970 issue of COIN WORLD on page 38. 

This token sells for $3. 00, but is offered to INSI members at a discount, if 30 or more are ordered. 
Please be prepared to place your order ($2. 00 payment in advance) at the October meeting. 

Mr. Ben Odesser then spoke on the new Chanuka Token - Greeting Card for 1971 (5731) issued by 
the Franklin Mint. This is the first year of issue of this interesting and attractive Chanuka Card and 
is the first in a new Judaic Numismatic Series. These copper-nickel, silver dollar size tokens, sell 
for $2. 00 each; a supply will probably be available to members at the October meeting. 

The new 1971 Pidyon HaBen Coin was discussed next. This 10 pound ceremonial coin, the second in 
^ie series, was just issued by the Bank of Israel; 15, 500 in proof were struck by the U. S. San Fran¬ 
cisco Mint, while the B. U. were struck in the Israel Government Mint in Jerusalem. The regular 
price of these coins are: Proof, $16.00, B. U. , $8.00; set of 5 B. U. 's in presentation case $42.25; 
set of 5 in olive-wood case, $50. 00; and additional charge of 25£ per each coin for shipping, etc. 

Special prices for INSI members will be: proof, $15. 00, B. U. , $7. 50; Sets at $39.75 and $47.50; 
and NO additional 25£ charge. Mrs. Bell and Mrs. Levy will accept orders for these coins at the 
October meeting. Please be prepared to make payment at that time. 

Mr. Joseph Kotler, formerly of Glencoe, Illinois but now of Eilat, Israel, was a visitor. Mr. Kotler 
briefly spoke to us about Israel and Israel Token Numismatics. His remarks were both informative 
and interesting; he is most welcome to visit us anytime that he is in the area. 

Exhibits for the evening - Mr. Harry Flower spoke first on his display. This was a complete set of 
60 proof medals, THE THOMASON MEDALLIC BIBLE, Franklin Mint Version. This series was sold 
by subscription only, beginning July 1967, and was completed 2 1/2 years later. The originator of the 
Medallic Bible was Sir Edward Thomason, 1769-1849, of Birmingham, England; a distinguished inventor, 
medalist, scholar, writer and statesman. A paragraph from his memoirs: 
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"It appeared to me, in 1827, that I might, through God's assistance, 
become a humble instrument to effect a unique and novel medallic 
work to further and promote the glory of God, by impressing the 
Word of God upon gold, silver and other indestructible metals, with 
emblematical and symbolical designs, and with a short explanation 
on the reverses of the medals, and thereby be the first author of 
a MEDALLIC BIBLE." 

Of course the original medals are very rare and expensive, but occasionally this recent issue appears 
on the numismatic market. 

The second exhibitor, Dr. Alan Feinberg, had two important books on Judaic numismatics. The first 
JEWISH SYMBOLS IN THE GRECO-ROMAN PERIOD by Erwin R. Goodenough, published for Bollingen 
Foundation Inc. by Pantheon Books, Inc., N.Y. 1954. This beautiful and scholarly volume contains 
the "history” of important Jewish symbols, such as "The Menorah, ", "The Torah Shrine", "The Lulab 
} and Ethrog", "The Shofar" and "The Incense Shovel". This large size book of 235 pages contains 28 
plates of 117 beautiful engravings and photographs. The second book, INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC 
CONVENTION Jerusalem,1963 edited by A. Kindler, Schocken Publishing House, Tel-Aviv, 1967: 
consists of the papers that were presented on the subject of "The Patterns of Monetary Development 
in Phoenica and Palestine in Antiquity". The book contains a collection of 22 papers, on 326 pages and 
has 22 pages of beautiful plates of ancient coins. In addition to the books, Dr. Feinberg presented some 
medals and coins. These were a large bronze commemorating the 10th anniversary of the air craft 
industry in Israel; two official Israel Medals of Liberation (Haffner M-l page 226) 61mm. copper 1958; 
and the rare (M-lc), the same but with "balloons". The coins exhibited were the Israel 100 Pruta; 

No. P-21, 28.5mm.; No. p-22, 25.6 mm., (Berne die) and the rare No. P-23, 25.6 mm., (Utrecht 
die). 

> 

Mr. Louis Nagy,was the third exhibitor, spoke about and displayed one of the rarest Israeli coins, the 
"Pruta Specimen Coin", a 1949 25 pruta stamped with the word "SPECIMEN". There are 4 of these 
pattern coins known and they are valued at $5, 000. 00 each. The members were fortunate in having 
been able to view this great rarity. The complete story may be found in Haffner's book on page 70. 

) 

The highlight of this meeting was the Donated Auction. This event, our first, was very successful. 
Members donated a variety of items, from coins and medals, to Scotch and candles; from menoras and 

books to cuff links and prints; from Israeli dishes and paintings to a coin balance; from.etc.etc. 

The variety of items was interestingly varied. The auctioneer, Mr. Ben Odesser, performed eloquently, 
and INSI sincerely thanks him. The two cashiers, Mary Bell and Lea Levy tallied a total of $75. 00. 

First of all, we want to thank the donors, who made this sale possible; then, Mr. Odesser, for a job 
well done; the cashiers, Mrs. Bell and Mrs. Levy; and finally those who made the purchases. Those 
members who were unable to attend this auction missed a very enjoyable and interesting evening. 

The special feature of the October meeting will be a talk by Dr. Saul Needleman. Dr. Needleman will 
exhibit and speak on three ancient coins; one from the Greek period, one from the Roman period, and 
one from the Hasmonaean Dynasty, and will elaborate on the history of the time. This should be a 
very interesting presentation on ancient numismatics and history. We are looking forward to this special 
feature of the meeting. 

As a terminal paragraph of this bulletin, we would like to discuss the exhibits at the monthly meetings. 

As you know, exhibits and the brief talks by the exhibitors, are an important part of any coin club meeting. 
This important feature of INSI has been dropping off; the same few members have been active. This 
il an appeal for more members to bring any Judaic item, whether numismatic, historical, ceremonial, 
etc., exhibit this item and tell the rest of the membership about it. In this manner, more of the members 
will become active, and more of us will enjoy Judaic numismatics and history at our INSI meetings

The coins were passed around and examined 
by the members while Dr. Needleman discussed the various pieces. We sincerely thank Dr.

Please take note, the December meeting will be held on the 5th Wednesday this month. There will be 
election of officers for INSI for 1971. Also, for the first time, there will be refreshments and a 
"social hour" with Mrs. Mary Bell and Mrs. Lea Levy as co-chairmen. 

RECAP OF NOVEMBER MEETING : Mr. Ben Odesser distributed the Franklin Mint Hanukkah Token 
cards that had been ordered. We thank Mr. Odesser for handling this project, resulting in a substan¬ 
tial enrichment in our funds. Mr. Harry Flower distributed the Paratrooper tokens. The president 
then appointed a nominating committee, Mr. Louis Nagy, Mr. Leo Hecht and Mr. Cy Lillien, who will 
present a slate of candidates to be considered to serve as INSI officers for 1971; the election to be 
held at the December meeting. The door prize, an Israel coin album donated by Mr. Nagy, was won 
by Mr. Saul Needleman! Mr. Jaseph Spom won the prize for estimating the nearest value of the rare 
menora coin of Antigonus Mattathias (40-47 B. C. E.) displayed at the October meeting. 

EXHIBITS : Mr. Harry Flower showed two of the 93 mm bronze and one of the 30 mm silver Dutch 
Zionist Medals. These were originally struck in Holland in 1920. The medal was designed by C. J. 
van der Hoef and was made by order of the Dutch Zionist Association to commemorate the San Remo 
decision for setting up a Jewish Palestine. Recent versions of these medals, in gold, silver and 
bronze are available from Royal Dutch Gold and Silver Works, van Kempen & Begeer, Ltd., P. O. 

Box 41, Ziest, Holland. (You may write them for a brochure for this and other Judaic medals). To 
supplement this medal, Mr. Flower had the book JOODSE PENNINGEN IN DE NEDERLANDEN (Jewish 
Medals in the Netherlands) by Dr. Arthur Polak, published by Jacques Schulman, Amsterdam, 1958. 

This excellent publication illustrates and describes this and many other medals of Judaic interest. He 
also exhibited a collection of six medals of Masonic Lodges located in Israel. These beautiful and 
unusual medals are different in shape and design, some are bi-metallic, some embellished with 
colored enamel: They are a most interesting and exotic series of Judaic Numismatics. 

Mr. Max Dolins exhibited "The Twelve Tribes of Israel" a series of twelve high relief Judaic Art 
Medals in 45mm silver. These medals are being issued by the Judaic Medal Society* P- O. Box 248, 

Half Moon Bay Calif. 94019. They were designed by Elizabeth Weistrop and struck by Medallic Art 
Co. of New York. The series (2 more are to be issued) are beautiful and were housed in a special 
presentation case also designed by E. Weistrop. 

Dr. E. Margoliash next gave a most interesting talk and exhibited his double struck MIKVEH ISRAEL 
Commemorative coin. He also had the articles from NUMISMATIC NEWS (June 16, 1970) and WORLD 
COINS (October 1970) that described this interesting doubling effect on the obverse of some of these coins. 


Mr. David Silverman's exhibit was of prize-winning quality. His mounting of the "Golden Calf silver 
plaque designed by Paul Vincze was most beautiful. (Available from Paul Vincze, 5 Rossetti Studios, 
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Flood Street, Chelsea, London, S. W. 3, England). Mr. Silverman also had a series of large bronze 
medals produced by Shekel Co. Ltd., 5 Bialik St., Tel Aviv, Israel, mounted in plastic holders; a 
large number of 35 mm. silver Judaic Medals, and set of Pidyon HaBen silver shekels issued by the 
Shekel Co. of Tel Aviv. Mr. Silverman demonstrated by his exhibit what can be done with medals 
to enhance your own home. 

To compete in the junior exhibit competition at the November meeting, Robert Greenstein displayed 
a Whitman Album with most of the Israel Commemorative Coins. Robert spoke briefly and won a 
set of Pruta trade Coins for his effort. (Mrs. Bell donated the prize). Again, at the December 
meeting, there will be a prize given for the best exhibit by a junior member. 


The last exhibitor was Dr. Alan R. Feinberg, who was the speaker of the evening . His exhibit con¬ 
sisted of numismatic items acquired on his recent European and Mid-eastern trip. Among these was 
a collection of Insignia of the Israel Defense Forces, which are scarce in American collections; this 
was the first viewing for most INSI members. Also exhibited were some early weights, ancient seals 
and some medals of Judaic interest. The evening’s highlight was Dr. Feinberg's presentation of the 
slides taken in Italy, San Marino, Malta, Austria and Israel. We all have viewed scenic slides before, 
but this set was just elegant, of real professional quality. Included were slides of the displays in the 
Kadman Numismatic Museum. These were so clear, many of us recognized "medallic friends” on 
display. We wish to thank Dr. Feinberg for this interesting contribution to the meeting.
